Horticultural Report. 


Just at this time the problem that 


is keeping the orchardist guessing is 
what to expect from the two varieties 
of aipldiotus, the red and the yellow 
scale. 
The first of these is the most 


destructive peat in the citrus or- 
chard? of California. 
It 
attacks 


trunk, branch, leaf and fruit, has no 
effectual parasite enemy and heavy 
fumigation is its only effectual para 
lite exterminator, and two or throe 
applications within a year are some 
times necessary for complete exter- 
minafcion. 
Its young are born freo, 


or in other wordi, the insect is semi- 
pvipaious, so that anything which 
destroys tbe old scale kills the yoting 
also. 
The yellow scale (aspidiotus 


citriuns) is a variety of the former 
and is the same in structure, but the 
mature insect does not turn a reddish 
brown, but remains of a yellow color. 


f. It confines its attacks to leaf and 
fruit, and therefore does not mater- 
ially injure the tree. 
It has several 


pat-asitic flies preying upon it, not- 


tbe minute GoldenChaloid lly, 
these have kept this sciilo so re-

in numbers'that it has not 


amounted to a pest, although it is 
scattered all over this valley. 
For 


some reason,

several reasons, we have substituted 
spraying for fumigation in treating 
orchards for black scale. 
This yel- 


low scale has become so numerous 
thi? season as to seriously mar tho 
appearance of fruit on a considerable 
number of navel trees, and this con-

ists, who foar they have genuine red 
scale, while on the other band the

ful examination of an expert to dis- 
tinguish one from tbe 
other, and 


where the red occurs, the yellow is 
likely to be "also, which adds to the 
confusion. 
ftoth these scales breed 


every two or three months. .Prompt 
and drastic treatment i j being given 
the red scale infectious so far found, 
and the alarm caused by the yellow 
fellow will help to cause the detect- 
ion of any unfound colonies of its 
more dangerous relative. 


It is encouraging to note 
that 


scutellistu are busily at work upon 
any black scale 
which are 
large 


enough for them to. begin upon, and 
seemingly at earlier stages than last 
year. 
The roots of the deadly night 


shade are the only biding places for 
black uoale which : are not found by 
the "scutes." 
These weeds should 


be nulled from under the trees at 
once aa the black scale upon their 
roots are now beginning to batch out 
and will supply tbe trees with an off 
season brood which may bo too late 
for the smite!llstu to harvest. 


Red spidor wore givon a set back 


by the recent showers and cool wea- 
ther, but will probably increase if 
tbe present warm, dry weather con- 
tinues. 
Don't bo too easily alarmod 


about them. 
The men who 
have 


ceased fighting them with distillates

valley by red apider would not roach

London museums. 


As in the case of all other industries, 


this waa Initiated by.hand labor alone. 
The splints of wood were no doubt 
originally dipped in Ihe igniting com- 
position, one by one; but subsequently 
they were tied up in 
bundles 
and 


dipped en bloc, the workman 
giving 


each bundle a twist wiin his hands so 
that tbe end of each splint would be 
free to move to a certain extent, aud 
abnorb a little more of the compound 
ths.n U would if kept quite still. 
The 


next advance-was to fix the splints in 
a frame so that each was separated 
from its neighbor, and this frame con- 
taining about 1,500 matches, would be 
brought down on a marble slab upon 
willed the composition was 
spread. 


Tho lipp'ed matches, still 
In 
their 


frame., would then bo dried in air for 
a fe\v hours, and afterward placed in 
a hosted chamber to complete their 
desiccation. 
Manual labor is now al- 


most 
wholly 
dispensed with in tha 


mamu'acture of matches. The employ- 
ment of yellow phosphorus 
for 
Ihe 


charging of matches made tlie industry 
a veiy unhealthy one, and the work 
people, if not in the best of health, 
ran the risk of contracting a terrible 
disease known as necrosis of the jaw- 
bone, the vulgar name for which was 
"pnossy Jaw." 
With improvements in 


manufacture this evil has now been 
flim!nated.—Chambers' Journal.

TO PROTECT FORESTS 


United States Bureau To Take Action—Suggests State Control OF Pre- 


serves—Law for Preservation Of Timber Lands In California. 


San Francisco,—As the result 
of 


nearly two years' of investigation of 
tho existing conditions in the forests 
of California the two representatives 
of tho United States bureau of for- 
estry. E. A. Sterling and W.C. Hodge, 
have submitted to the chief of the 
bureau, Clifford Pinchot, at Washing- 
ton, a bill to be presented to the 
Legislature of this state at their next 
meeting for the preservation and con- 
trol of the forests. 


The bill will be strong with regard 


to the prevention of Bros. It is hoped 
that a system for this will bo provided 
throughout the state by the appoint- 
ment of a state forester by the gover- 
nor. This official will have an assis- 
tant, to be known as a warden, and 
also ten deputy wardens, all of whom 
will receive regular salaries. 


in addition to these will be county 


fire wardens, whose duties will be to 
direct lire fighting, calling out posses 
for that purpose when necessary; to 
post copies of the warning laws in re- 
gard to fires, to investigate causes of 
fires and to prosecute offenders. 


Certain county officials will act as 


ex otficio fire wardens, and there will 
be voluntary officials. 
These officers 


are to be paid when in active service 
only. 
' 


Campers will fall under the ban and 


a penalty will be imposed upon those 
leaving uuextinguished fires in their 
camps. Half ot the fine will be given 
to those giving the information 
lead- 


ing to their discovery.

This beats any- 
thing that Luther Burbatik has dotio 
and even surpasses the , work of our 
old friend, Thompson, of Dnnrte. who 
produces new varieties by splitting 
buds and joining the two varieties to- 
gether in the stock. The influence of 
stock on graft has uevor yet 
Imon 


fully settled, but it is certain that no 
two varieties can ever be mixed by 
simply grafting one into the other. 
In the above instance the grower has 
found a freak pear and jumps at the 
conclusion that, being grafted on an 
apple tree, it must be half-and-half. 
Very many papers that should know 
better are giving currency to the story 
and some people may be misled there- 
by.—The California Cultivator.

prunes and cherries.

All fruit cured in Oregon is dried 


by artificial methods, for which largo 
and 
expensive evaporators are re- 


quired, due to the uncertainty of the 
drying season, as rains and fogs are 
apt to l)e prevalent at this season, and 
in consequence California fruit cat) be 
cured at a much less cost. 


Experiments are now being made in 


that state in raising walnuts, which in 
some sections seem to do well, and a 
possibility exists that, in the future 
the California grower will luivo to 
cornpoto with tho Oregon growers in 
the 
walnut trade.—The California 


Cultivator.

Klnf Brian Born of Ireland. 


King Brian Boru was the subject of 


an extremely Interesting paper read 
by Mr. M. C. Seton before the Irish 
Literary Society nt 20 Hanover Square 
recently, says the St. James Qnaette. 
Mr. Seton related ninny details of King 
Brian's career which are not gener- 
nlly known. According to the Annals 
of Innlsfallen—where Brian was edu- 
cated—he was born In 025, and was 
the son of Kennedy, king of N'orth 
Minister, who died In 050. King Brian 
conquered all the princes of Ireland, 
and then converted the country Into a 
land of peace, this period being known 
as "The Golden Age." 


Brinn built churches nnrt schools and 


provided money to buy books. For 12 
years he reigned supreme king of Ire- 
land, and all went well until the beau- 
tiful but bad Gormdaith appeared upon 
the scene. This lady was the stater of 
Mael Mordha, king of Lclnster, and 
first married Mnlnche, king of 
the 


North of Ireland, from whom she was 
divorced, marrying secondly Olaff, the 
Danish king of Dublin, after whose 
death she married Brian Boru, with 
whom she soon quarreled. Being, ap- 
parently, rather more than 
usually 


treacherous and vindictive, she sent 
her Danish son Cedric to invite the 
Danes to conquer Ireland and, at the 
same time, in her airy way, author- 
ized him to promise her hand in mar- 
riage to several Norse chiefs who came 
over to Ireland for that bribe. Then 
was fought the famous battle of Clon- 
tarf in 1014, after which Malache be- 
came sole king of Ireland. Poor King 
Brian was killed after the battle, In 
his tent, and his body was brought to 
Armagh.
